The Interior Ministry an- 
nounced later today that it would 
no longer announce total cas- 
ualty figures in order not to 
alarm the people. This indicated 
that the actual toll might be 
much greater than has been an- 
nounced. 

.The quakes set off tidal waves 
that surged through the Pacific 
to--Hawaii, the United States 
mainiand and the coast of New 
Zealand. The city of Hilo, on 
the island of Hawaii, was hard- 
est hit.

A violent new quake hit the 
city of Ancud early today while 
heavy rains poured onto the

It was the third straight day 
of earthquakes in Chile. The 
Seismograph Institute here said 
shocks occurred throughout the 
night and .early today in south 
Chile. A strong movement was 
felt at Valdivia, a river port 570 
miles south of Santiago. 

Damages from the weekend 
disasters in central and south 
Chile ran into millions of dol- 
lars. 


An. official report listed 203 
known dead, 130 missing and 
1500 injured. Aid was rushed 
from neighboring Latin Amer- 
ican nations and from United 
States bases in Panama.

Co. identified 
three of the victims as: David R.

:. Nicholas Foloky. of Cran- 
pe director of engineering for 
the company, and John R. Gillis, 
believed to be a resident of Nor- 
wood, Mass.,; manager of the 
Weldmore division of the com- 
pany. The spokesman said the 
fourth victim was unknown to 
the company. 

The crash site was nearly 
three miles southwest of the field 
which is about 15 miles west of 
New York City.

Hayama told United Press In- 
ternational afterward that he 
was organizing thousands of stu- 
dents for ‘violent demonstrations 
against President Eisenhower 
when. he arrives on a state visit 
next month. 

The clash came after police 
warned the students for several 
hours that their demonstration 
was illegal and they must break’ 
it up. 

The students, members of the 
extrerne left wing Zengakuren 
student organization which’ has 
staged a number of bloody riots 
in the last few months, have 
pledged to hold daily demonstra- 
tions until Kishi resigns. 

‘Kishi also has been under 
pressure from- most Japanese 
newspapers and “many leading 
politicians, including some mem- 
bers of his own Liberal-Demo- 
cratic party, to step down. So 
far he has shown no sign of giv- 
ing in.

RUSSIA TO LEI

Red Minister Uses Tem- 
perate Tone — He 
Puts.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
23—The. United States and the 
Soviet Union each accused the 
other of wrecking the summit 
conference as debate opened to- 
day in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council on char ges 
brought by Russia against the 
United States over U-2 airplane 
flights. 

- Henry Cabot Lodge, the Ameri- 
can chief delegate, got in the 
first: blow in speaking on the in- 
scription of the item. He de- 
clared that the United States was 
prepared to show that Soviet 
charges’ are’ “‘fallacious,”’ wel- 
comed ‘the chance to state the 
American viewpoint and chal- 
lenged the Soviet Union in the 
interest of free speech to broad- 
cast the. entire proceedings in- 
side Russia. ; 

It was Russia, Lodge | said, 
which had heightened world ten- 
sions by walking out of the sum- 
mit conference. 

Russia Charges Aggressions. 

Andrei Gromyko, Soviet - for- 
eign minister, opened the debate 
proper’ by declaring the Soviet 
Union had*been prepared to go 
ahead with the ‘summit confer- 
ence but “aggressive action by 
the United States made clear 


‘| their’ intention -to torpedo the 


conference before it could start.” 

.Gromyko’s statement seemed 
to follow closely ‘previous Rus- 
sian charges concerning spy 
flights over. Soviet territory. His 
tone in general, at the outset of 
the debate:in any event, was 
much more .moderate than that 
adopted by Premier Khrushchev 
in Paris.) - - 

But. Gromyko: did: warn that 
‘severe consequences”. may re- 
sult if. the U.N.: fails to take ac- 
tion to halt the spy: flights. 

‘He blamed, President Eisen- 
hower personally for the U-2 
flights and a¢cused him of shirk- 
ing his. responsibility. 

Speaks of ‘Lying Version.’ 

The United’ States, .Gromyko 
said, was forced to disavow 
publicily what he called its 
‘lying version’ of the May 1 
flight ‘and to confess its ‘‘pirate- 
like: policy of intrusion into the 
air space of the Soviet Union.” 

Gromyko charged the United 
States with an act of perfidy 
against the Soviet Union com- 
parable to the “‘smiles’’ of Japa- 
nese ‘diplomates in Washington 
prior -to the sneak attack on 
Pearl Harbor. 

“We are not saying that the 
United States launched war 
against. the Soviet Union,” 
Gromyko said. ’’We are speak- 
ing of perfidy displayed by the 
United States Kovernment in re- 
gard to the Soviet Union. And 
in this sense the parallel is 
striking.” 

Thé debate began after the 
Council president, Sir Claude 
Corea of Ceylon, expressed hope 
that a formula’ would be found 
to settle the plane dispute in a 
way to lead to an early resump- 
tion of East-West negotiations. 

Though Lodge has not re- 
vealed his answering arguments, 
he is expected to rely heavily on 
the fact that the United States, 
after considerable confusion, has 
ordered an end to the spy flights. 


Distinction in Spying. 


Lodge also may point out that 
the Russians, on their own part, 
have been very active in espi- 
onage activities in the United 
States and in countries allied 
to the United States.

The Zablocki amendment was 
criticized yesterday by Glenn 
Archer, executive director of the 
organization of Protestants and 
Other Americans United for Sep- 
aration of Church and State.

Archer said the amendment, if 
enacted, would be unconstitution- 
al because “‘it would put the gov- 
ernment into the business of fi- 
nancing sectarian schools, in 
part, and such financing has been 
specifically forbidden by the Su- 
preme Court.”

BRIDGES SENTENCED, 
STARTS FIRE IN JAIL 


Peter Fester Bridges, a former 
convict, was formally sentenced 
to life imprisonment for murder 
today after creating a scene in 
the court of Circuit Judge John 
J. Kelly Jr. at Clayton. 

Bridges, who fatally stabbed a 
Webster Groves brother and sis- 
ter last Oct. 12, cursed and 
ranted as he was led into the 
courtroom by deputy sheriffs. 
Sheriff Orion J. Litzinger and his 
deputies managed to quiet him 
after several minutes. 


Litzinger said Bridges then set 
a fire in his cell after being re- 
turned to the county jail. He 
placed some paper under the, 
mattress of his bed and lit it. 
with a match. 

‘Smoke quickly spread through 
the jail. Me fire was extin- 
guished by Litzinger; who or- 
dered Bridges into solitary con- 
finement. The prisoner will be 
taken to the Missouri Penitenti- 
ary within a few days, Litzinger 
said. 

A jury found Bridges guilty of 
murdering Mrs. Herman E. Haas 
at a trial which ended last May 
7. He previously had admitted 
killing Mrs. Haas and her 
brother, Cecil W. Giles, in the 
Haas home at 159 Edgar road, 
Webster Groves. 

In the statement, the 48-year- 

old Bridges said the stabbing 
occurred because Giles was do- 
ing yard work ordinarily handled 
by Bridges. He said he killed 
Mrs. Haas because she was a 
witness. 
Bridges had been released 
from the Illinois Penitentiary at 
Menard several months before 
the killings. A prison psychiatrist 
said he should not have been 
freed because he suffered from 
a dangerous mental condition,

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| BOSTON, May 23 (AP)—The 
‘Unitarian and Universalist 
churches, two leading propo- 
nents of liberal religion in Amer- 
ica, united today in a new organ- 
ization to be known as ‘‘the Uni- 
tarian Universalist Association.” 


The consolidation, which be- 
comes effective in May 1961, was 
voted by simultaneous meetings 
of the governing bodies of the 
two churches. The required two- 
thirds majorities were reported 
by both. 


The delegates to the annual 
meeting of the American Unitari- 
an Association voted 725 to 143 
for the merger. The delegates 
to a special general assembly 
of the Universalist Church of 
America voted 365 for and 65 
| against. 

While the consolidation links 
administrative and other func- 
tions of the two churches, it 
leaves individual local churches 
and fellowships independent, as 
in the past. It creates an 800,000- 
member association of 800 
churches and 300 lay fellowships. 

The plan accepted contains 
clauses to preserve for each 
'church member complete free- 
dom of belief and conscience, It 
'further affirms the traditional 
_attitudes of the two churches 
_which, while making ‘‘affirma- 
| tions of faith,” have never placed 
such affirmations in creedal 
form, and have left them free

Such waves are popularly 
known as “‘tidal waves,”’ although 


‘|they have nothing in common 


with the tides. They are shock 
waves carried through water, 
and a kind of reflex which may 
result from a crustal disturb- 
ance on land or in the sea. 


Seismologists say such waves 
are more correctly designated by 
their Japanese name, tsunami, or 
the term seismic sea wave. 


Tsunamis quickly lose height 
and become exceedingly long, 
sometimes up to 500 miles, and 
in the open sea they can be ob- 
served only in the immediate 
vicinity of their origin. Their 


period may lie between 10 min~: 


utes and 60 minutes. 

The tsunami is usually led by 
a small rise, followed by a dis- 
tinct trough. On shore the arrival 


is first noticed by a fall in the 
sea level for a number. af ort 
utes, as if there were 

nermally low tide, ‘lipeed’ ioe a 
rapid rise to levels far exceeding- 
the high-tide level. 

Tsunami waves do not 
break in the manner in whi 
séa and swell Break, but coming 
over the reefs of coral islands 
they give rise to extremely 
turbulent and dangerous condi- 
tions. 

The so-catled tidal waves of 
Hawaii were attributed ‘to the 
South American - earthquakes. 
Sesmologists suggested that the 
main track of the quakes “could 
have been offshore and resulted 
in a great submarine landslide 
which set the waves in motion.

The War Hawks’ Gain 


The most dangerous consequence 
of the Paris fiasco is that in both 
the United States and Russia the 
leaders who have sought a detente 
have been weakened, while those 
elements who have never believed 
in reconciliation have gained. 

President Eisenhower has been 
rendered all but impotent in world 
affairs for the remaining months of 
his term. Premier Khrushchev has 
been driven into a frantic retreat 
to belligerent neo-Stalinism in an 
effort to hold his job. 

The essence of the crisis in West- 
ern-Soviet relations has been over 
Berlin and Germany. With respect 
to this problem our policy remained 
static during an entire decade in 
which conditions changed radically. 

When President Eisenhower took 
over the conduct of our foreign re- 
lations a year ago, his action indi- 
cated a definite departure from the 
sterile Truman-Acheson-Dulles line 
of truculent refusal to seek a de 
tente through patient negotiation. 

The agreement to exchange visits 
with Premier Khrushchev and to go 
to a summit meeting, the suspen- 
sion of nuclear test explosions and 
the opening of negotiations toward 
universal disarmament were, more- 
over, entirely consistent with the 
President’s earlier interventions to 
restrain the hotheads in his Admin- 
istration from rash action, There 
can be no question of Mr, Eisen- 
hower’s sincerity in seeking peace.

Why, then, have his efforts so 
dismally failed? 

As to the key question of Ger- 
many, Mr. Ejisenhower’s efforts 
have been frustrated by his failure 
to take a firm stand with the Brit- 
ish against the obstructionism of 
the Bonn-Paris axis. 

Had Chancellor Adenauer not 
been permitted to block any con- 
structive Western initiative — had 
President De Gaulle not been per- 
mitted to delay the summit meet- 
ing by several months — history 
micht have been very different. 

Fresh from Camp David, Mr. 
Khrushchev would have come to a 
summit meeting in a hopeful mood, 
instead of coming — as he did 
months later — aware that, because 
of Adenauer-De Gaulle pressure on 
Washington, he faced a failure 
which would seriously undermine 
his position at home. 

Presumably, there would have 
been no spy-plane incident to mar 
an earlier meeting; and, even if 
there had been such an incident, 
there would have been little reason 
for Mr. Khrushchev to use it to 
wreck the conference he had 
worked so hard to bring about.

That is one part of the story. The 
other relates to Président Eisen- 
hower’s failure to resolve conflicts 
within his own Administration and 
to establish an unambiguous policy, 
especially with regard to the ban- 
ning of test explosions and the pur- 
suit of total disarmament. Here 
we must ask ourselves: 

Who obstructed the test-ban ne- 
gotiations with a series of technical 
objections raised in the face of ma- 
jor Soviet concessions? 

Who behind the scenes fought the 
State Department’s effort to put the 
United States on record as favoring 
universal disarmament under ade- 
quately enforced world law? 

Who ordered the May day flight 
of the U-2? 

Who caused our Government to 
be shamefully caught before the 
entire world in a barefaced lie? 

Who misled a well-intentioned but 
ill-informed President into the bun- 
gling contradictions which all but 
destroyed the world’s faith in the 
integrity of the United States? 

This is no time to brush these 
questions aside in the name of na- 
tional unity. Unity for what? For 
allowing intrigue, indecision and in- 
competence to drive us ever nearer 
to an insane war?

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“New Ozarks Park 


The timber-bordered, spring-fed Eleven 
Point and Jacks Fork rivers together with 
the upper reaches of the Current have a 
beauty and a serenity which demand preser- 
vation. The region does not have the dra- 
matic splendor of the Grand Canyon. It does 
not have peaks to rival those of the Rockies 
or even the Smokies. Nor does it offer the 
sea-strand and horizon of Hatteras. But it 
does have a wild attractiveness which the Na- 
tional Park Service describes as unique. 


This section of the Ozarks, however, will 
not remain as it is much longer unless some- 
thing is done to keep it so. It has recovered 
remarkably from the ruthless timber-cutting 
of World War I days. But now it is threat- 
ened not only by ill-considered lumbering and 
open range grazing, but also by those who 
would damage the area with resorts and camps. 
Aware of this, the Missouri Legislature asked 


the Government to study the problem. Yet. 


now that the establishment of a national park 
has been recommended, some Missourians, 
both in public and private positions, are dis- 
playing toward the proposal a coolness which 
suggests hostility.

In part, this may be attributed to the 
sketchiness of the original report of the Na- 
tional Park Service—a report which inciden- 
tally has not yet been approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. Representatives of the 
Park Service, however, have returned to Mis- 
souri and have explained their intentions in 
considerable detail. They also have answered 
frankly—and we believe satisfactorily—the 
questions put to them. Above all, they have 
quieted the apprehension that the region 
would be developed for mass recreation, thus 
destroying its essential appeal. Their basic 
purpose would be to preserve its flora and 
fauna and other natural attractions. 


If the Ozarks were a true wilderness, every 
bit of the watersheds of the three rivers could 
be included. In view of its population, rela- 
tively sparse as it may be, only narrow strips 
along the streams would be taken. But the 
Park Service is ready to enter into co-opera- 
tive arrangements with state agencies and 
property owners for intelligent, multi-purpose 
development of the watersheds. Since ex- 
perience has shown that “scenic easements” 
are unsatisfactory, it insists on acquiring the 
park land. Yet where feasible, it would grant 
leases, for example, on farms. But hunting, 
grazing and industry would be banned. 


All this perforce remains tentative until 
incorporated in a bill for congressional ap- 
proval. That now should be the objective 
of the friends of the Ozark streams. But 
thought also must be given to the fact that 
national parks generally are established only 
on land given by the state. Fortunately much 
of the area already is publicly owned, so it 
ought to be relatively easy to acquire the 
remainder. As in some other states, individ- 
uals and groups might donate some of the 
land.

Perhaps a greater problem may be encoun- 
tered in the apparent lack of enthusiasm on 
the part of the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, the State Park Board and the Re- 
sources and Development Commission. And 
Gov. Blair says he has not yet made up his 
mind even to appoint a committee to study the 
Park Service proposal. 


Missouri should realize that at the present 
rate of private exploitation, there may not be 
much to preserve 10 years from now. By the 
end of the century the population of the 
United States probably will be twice as large 
as it. is now. ‘So the state faces a double 
problem: It must protect natural resources 
against the bad effects of this population ex- 
plosion, and it also must provide open spaces 
for enjoyment by its future citizens. Part 
of the solution certainly lies in the creation of 
a national park in the Ozarks. Now is the 
time to set up both safeguards and green 
havens for the future. 


Germany and Red China 


The 12 members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the 40 scholars, scientists and 
foreign policy experts who have formed an 
organization they call the Liberal Project 
have identified.in their first statement the 
two major problem areas of the world—Ger- 
many and Communist China. The statement, 
written by James Warburg, author and econo- 
mist (a letter from whom appears on this 
page today), advocates hew approaches. Our 
German and China policies should be subjects 
for broad national’ debate; without answers 
to these key questions there can be no end of 
world tension.

Poison in the Air 


St. Louis, which led the nation’s cities in 
smoke elimination, still has a high concentra- 
tion of a suspected cancer-breeder, benz- 
pyrene, in its air. This is generally true of 
the metropolitan area as it is of 10,000 other 
American cities and their environs. In view 
of his technical leadership in the fight against 
smoke, Mayor Tucker is well aware of this. 
Yet City Hall has been able to do little about 
it—in part, because public health authorities 
still know relatively little about what should 
be done. 

The United States Public Health Service 
reports that only 250 cities have active air 
pollution control programs, and about half 
the money devoted to this work is spent in 
smog-conscious Los Angeles. Similarly, about 
half of the $1,600,000 spent .by the states is 
budgeted by once sunny California. This also 
is the only state with legislation on the dis- 
charge of automobile fumes, one of the major 
air poisoners. It probably is not feasible to 
bring automobiles under a local ordinance, 
although New York City is contemplating 
such regulation. To be widely effective, such 
regulation ought to be enforced by the states. 
But the cities’ representatives in the legisla- 
tures should call the attention of their rural 
colleagues to what is largely an urban 
problem, 7 

While elimination of automobile fumes 
would be a big help, more research is needed 
on the detection of poisons in the air,on the 
d ination of their sources, 
methods of elimination. This is peculiarly a 
federal function. Yet the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare’s budget for 
this purpose in the current fiscal year is only 
$3,972,000. That is less than the appropria- 
tion in the Los Angeles municipal budget. 

. §ince it is estimated that air pollution 
costs the United States at least $7,500,000,000 
a year in damage to crops and buildings, 


and on 
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there ought to be motive enough for action. 
The further estimate that people in St. Louis 
inhale as much benzpyrene as if they smoked 
six packs of cigarettes a day ought to speed 
= activity against air pollution. What sort 
of apathy causes the indifference here and 
in other cities to this menace to health? 


The Blind and the Half-Blind 

Scientists areas baffled these days as lay- 
men when mes to bing a sane nu- 
clear policy. was demonstrated by the 
soul-searching yet essentially futile remarks 
of four men —Alvin M. Weinberg, Walter 
H. Zinn, Leo Szilard and Eugene Wigner — 
when they were given this year’s “atoms for 
peace” awards. ey could not even say de- 
cisively whether it would be best for the 
United States to test or not to test. 


Dr. Isidor Rabi, the ceremonial speaker, 
put his finger on the reason for this dilemma: 
“the distortion caused by exaggerated secrecy 
in the mili field and in the atomic field 
especially.” the President is responsi- 
ble for foreign policy, to a considerable de- 
gree he ought to share that responsibility 
with Congress, with various Government agen- 
cies, with press, radio and television, with 
the universities, labor unions, business, scien- 
tists and experts of all kinds, and with the 
people in general. He must do so if his poli- 
cy is to have an ample base of support in 
public opinion. Dr. Rabi added: 


When secrecy intervenes, an informed pub- 
lic opinion can hardly exist. Too often we 
have instead a manipulated public opinion 
formed by leaks, half truths, innuendoes and 
sometimes by outright distortion of the actual 
facts. Lacking full information, most policy 
makers, amateur or professional, feel frustra- 
tion, doubt and timidity. Less inhibited men 
have been gaining the public ear on the 
basis of prestige acquired through technical 
accomplishments quite limited in scope. 


The question is how far the Government 
should go in following Dr. Rabi’s advice to 
reveal how many nuclear weapons we have, 
the means of their delivery, who controls 
them, how much they cost, what additional 
weapons we may need, and how much we 
know about the weapons and stockpiles of 
other countries. More and more scientists 


seem to believe that disclosure of such infor . 


mation would not impair national security, 
yet it is obvious that the Pentagon and other 
concerned agencies are not inclined to go 
nearly so far. Granted that they must be 
prudent, they should give more thought to 
the possibility that secrecy sometimes may be 
the greatest of hazards. Disaster may ensue 
when the half-blind lead the blind. 


A Law in Reverse 


Not long ago a committee of Sigma Delta 
Chi, journalism fraternity, branded the Eisen- 
hower Administration the most secretive in 
our history. Now the Senate Subcommittee 
on Constitutional Rights shows that many 
federal agencies are using a bar on secrecy 
for reverse purposes. 

A section of the Administrative Procedures 
Act requires agencies to make public certain 
types of information except where an official 
finds that this is not in the public interest 
or that confidential executive matters are in- 
volved. The exceptions, ironically, have 
proved the rule. Sixteen agencies cite this 
provision for refusing to divulge information. 
However, a House committee had found 
earlier that officials were using nearly 150 
statutes to defend secrecy. 

National security clearly is no longer a 
necessary excuse for much official secrecy— 
there are too many other excuses available. 
Senator Hennings of Missouri has a bill be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee to close some 
of these loopholes. Until the anti-secrecy law 
is strengthened, the people’s right to know 
about public business will depend on official- 
dom’s willingness to let. the people know. 
That has proved slim protection. 


Farm State Test 


North Dakota is holding a special election 
five weeks hence that may have more signifi- 
cance than some of the better-publicized pri- 
maries. On June 28 voters will choose a suc- 
cessor to the late Senator Langer, an inde- 
pendent Republican. The outcome may indi- 
cate something of Republican chances in the 
Midwest at the November elections. In addi- 
tion to Senator Langer’s seat, five Midwest 
Senate seats, all held by Republicans, are at 
stake this year. 

Because of the dissatisfaction of farmers 
with the policies of Ezra Taft Benson, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Republicans are resorting 
to unusual tactics in North Dakota. Instead 


, of directing their appeal to farmers they 


are concentrating their efforts in the urban 
areas of this agricultural state. They hope to 
win the state in this manner and thus en- 
courage other farm belt Republicans fearful 
of a farm defection. 

Senator Goldwater of Arizona, chairman of 
the Republican Senatorial Campaign Commit- 
tee, has said the loss of North Dakota would 
be interpreted as forecasting the loss of the 
Midwest in November, and that a victory or 
defe>t would have a psychological effect on 
the presidential nominating conventions in 
July. The Senate race is between Repre- 
sentative Burdick, Democrat, and Republican 
Gov. Davis. The Republicans have sent in 
specialists to work for Mr. Davis. A hard 
fight is under way. 


D. C. Franchise Nearer 


Approval by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee of a Constitutional amendment permitting 
residents of the District of Columbia to vote 
for President and Vice President means that 
approval of the amendment by Congress is 
likely this year. To become effective, ratifica- 
tion by 38 states within a period of seven 
years would be necessary; it is thought that 
less time than this would actually be required. 

The committee dropped a provision to give 
the District a nonvoting delegate in the House, 
apparently for fear of hampering the cam- 
paign for the vote on Presidential and Vice 
Presidential candidates. The committee action 
does not affect the drive for home rule, that 
is, the right of District residents to select city 
government officials. The current home rule 
bill has been bottled up in the House District 
Committee for months, but reports are that 
a discharge petition to force it to the floor 
is nearing the required 219 signatures. 

Residents of the capital have not voted for 
the country’s two top elective officers for 
160 years; they have not selected their own 
officials for 85 years. Now change seems to 
be in the wind. |

Khrushchev's View of U.S. Election Unrealistic, Meddling Would Be Disastrous

Premier Khrushchev betrays an 
abysmal ignorance of American politi- 
cal behavior if he really believes that 
the November election may produce a 
pliable President who will bend before 
his bluster. No one of that descrip- 
tion is a candidate, none will be nomi- 
nated and none is going to be elected, 
The shortcoming here of the Russian 
dictator is that he lacks experience 
with voters, 


When he spoke of a new attempt at 
summit sessions in six or eight months 
Mr. Khrushchev

Until the votes are cast a danger 
hanging over the nominees of both par- 
ties is that Mr. Khrushchev will inter- 
fere in the election through cunning 
or simply because he is so garrulous 
by indicating a preference for one or 
the other. Such an expression would 
be disastrous to the candidate so 
favored, as is evident in the history 
of outside interference in American 
elections. Foreign governments for a 
great many years have been meticu- 
lous in observing this rule, but diplo-

must be reopened. 


Thus it appears that what re-| 
sults Corcoran may have achieved 
through FPC: contacts may still 
heve to run the gauntlet of the 
federal courts and may not stand.

HUME B. DUVAL DIES 


AFTER HEART ATTACK 


Was Chief of Jefferson City 
Bureau of the Globe- 
Democrat. 


Hume Brown Duval, chief of 
the Globe-Democrat’s Jefferson 
City bureau for many years, died 
today at Memorial Hospital, Jef- 
ferson City, shortly after he had 
suffered a heart attack in his 
home. He was 60 years old. 

Mr. Duval had covered ses- 
sions of the State Legislature for 
the Globe-Democrat since 1929, 
as well as most of the national 
and state conventions of both po- 
litical parties.

Vic Sovinski, Venetian Way’s 
trainer, has announced that 
Hartack didn’t make the colt 
force Bally Ache out of his 
leisurely pace, but it is un- 
likely the rider was to blame.

With a dull 
Verietian Way behind him and 
nothing else running at his 
heels, he loafed the first quar- 
ter in :241-5, the half in : 48 4-5 
and three-quarters in 1:13 2-5. 
Selling platers run faster. On 

_ slower footing in a longer race, 
the Derby field pressed Bally

The Preakness took so little 
out of Bally Ache that Bobby 
Ussery had trouble pulling him 
up away over on the back. 
side. This convinced the jockey 
that the colt would have no 
trouble with the mile and a 
half of the Belmont. stakes 
June 11, though that doesn’t 
necessarily follow. 

It’s one thing to gallop out 
a mile and a half in what 
amounts to a work-out, and 
something else to go that dis- 
tance under a drive after a 
bona fide test in the first mile. 
If there are speed horses to 
measure him in the Belmont, 
and a fit Tompion to challenge 
him on the road home, Bally 
Ache might be running uphill 
at the end. 

Traditionally, the Derby is a 
carnival, the Preakness an in- 
formal outing, and the Bel- 
mont is man’s work. Fostering 
the relaxed atmosphere that 
gives the Preakness its special 
flavor, Pimlico furnished the 
infield as a picnic grounds but 
threatening weather kept most 
picnickers away, 

Bally Ache caught the spirit 
of the occasion, though, and 
made a picnic of the race. 


Speaking of picnics, the race 
mob has been having one at 
the expense of baseball’s 
stuffed shirts, who made them- 
selves ludicrous by getting 
all in a sweat over Al-Kaline’s 
abortive venture into racing. 
Nothing could be more fatu- 
ous than those self-righteous 
platitudes (‘‘Baseball and rac- 
ing don’t mix’’) provoked by 
the Detroit outfielder’s plan to 
invest in a racing stable.

Hurtubise 
Must Pass 
22 Cars 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 23 (AP) 
— Jim Hurtubise, 27-year-old 
graduate of County Fair dirt 
tracks, was applauded by speed 
fans today as the hottest rookie 
at the Indianapolis Motor Speed- 
way since George Souders won 
the 1927 Memorial Day race on 
his first attempt. 

But Hurtubise, who powdered 
speedway qualifying records yes- 
terday, will have to pass 22 cars 
in next Monday’s forty-fourth 
500-miler if he equals Suders’s 
feat. 

The Lennox (Calif.) Coast 
Guard veteran cracked the 10- 


149.056 miles an hour and had a 
best lap at 149.601. Nobody 
before had driven the ancient, 
relatively flat-banked track at 
even 149 mph. 

In spite of the feat, Hurtubise 
will have to line up next Monday 
behind the 22 cars that were 
qualified the previous weekend. 
The first starter will be Eddie 
Sachs, Allentown, Pa., who held 
the qualifying record for a week 
at 146.592.

Midas, an early warning sys- 
tem, utilizing several polar-

orbiting satellites to detect, on : 
firing, any enemy attack by 
ballistic missiles. It carries 
infrared equipment which could 


*‘see”’ the exhaust fire from a 
long-range missile the minute 
it was fired. 
Samos, a surveillance or re- 

connaissance system, capable 
of returning pictures of planes, 
air bases, missiles installations, 
troop movements or almost any 
other intelligence data from 300 
miles in space. It too will re- 
quire “‘several”’ satellites whiz- 
zing over the poles of the 
earth. It will-have newly devel- 
oped cameras similar to—but 
more sensitive than—the ones 
in the picture-taking weather 
satellite, Tiros. 

Both programs are top priority 
and carry top secret classifi- 
cations. 


“Goiag Full Tilt.” 

Asked whether a speed-up was 
ordered after the U-2 was 
downed in Russia, an Air Force 
spokesman said: 

“You can’t speed up some- 
thing that’s going full tilt al- 
ready.” 

When will they be ready to 
perform a major share of re- 
connaissance work for the United 
States? It depends.

An Air Force missile authority 
paid the programs were equally 
important. 

“One,” he explained ‘Samos, 
could give you a couple of weeks 
tip-off that something was going 
to happen. Midas could tell you 
right now that an attack is on 
the way—maybe 30 minutes 
notice. Both afford the maximum 
warning for their particular job.” 

Legal Opposition Unlikely. 

Wraps were kept on the pro- 
gram for some time because of 
the fear that Russia would ob- 
ject. But in light of the U-2 de- 
velopments the Air Force said 
it doubted anyone could legally 
oppose the satellite systems, be- 
cause: 

The satellites surely would 
be above any nation’s territo- 
rial limit in the sky although 
no precise line. above the earth 
has ever been drawn that is 
comparable to the three-mile 
offshore limit on the high seas. 

Russia set a precedent when 
it launched in 1958 Sputnik I 
which passed over almost 
every country in the world. 

The type coverage of the earth 
afforded by the satellite systems 
would depend on how far out in 
space they would be—about 400 
miles probably—and the number 
of satellites placed in orbit. 

Since they are in a polar orbit, 
the rotation of the earth causes 
them to pass over every part of 
the earth. To get better cover- 
age—having a satellite pass over 
more frequently — would mean 
simply putting more into space. 

Best guess is that each pro- 
gram will have at its operational 
completion between four and six 
satellites at a time in the atmos- 
phere.

was pretty special, One question that agitated the committee 
for some time was: Is it protocol] to cut a cake from the 
lower lefthand corner? “In all the commercials you always 
‘eat a cake from the left small corner, it seems to me” ob- 
served one skeptic, ‘‘Is this ritualistic?” 


“Well, how do you eat cake?” challenged another. 
“T always eat the frosting first.” 


*‘Must indicate a lack of sweets in your childhood.” 


All the cakes, said Operative X-13, leoked de 
liclous—a word that is never, never used in cake com- 
mercials. The proper adjectives for cake salesman- 
ship are: Vibrant, exciting, gloriously new, magnifi- 
cent, different, cozy, watm and smooth. There were 
the usual insinuations that if your son ate these confec- 
tions, he’d be a successful architect or a lawyer. 


One screening was devoted entirely to judging com- 
mercials that were entered in the “classic” category. A clas- 
sic commercial is judged for its durability, memorability and 
results, but most importantly whether it sets a new trend.

It took the girl out of the bathtub and put 
her on the beach. It was a real break-through!”

‘ Many of the commercials, Operative X-13 felt, were clever 
and good ones, full of good reasons for buying, When she 


left, she had seen again the old friends like Fab. “Suppose, 


Dad, you had to wash a whale?” And even found out where 
Mr. Clean came from., He had a predecessor who sold Raid, 
not very successfully apparently. But, after the first hour, 
Operative X-13 said she began to yearn for those commercials 
which simply advised you to buy the product because it was 
a good product and reasonably cheap, There are com- 
mercials like that, but they are rare, very rare. Méstly, com- 
mercials still emphasize the products that will give you,¢onfi- 
dence or will win a man for you, or some other idiotic boast. 

Operative X-13 asked Gordon Weber, vice-president of 
Benton and Bowles, why he was spending a lovely afternoon 
at the commercials screening. ‘I don’t get an opportunity to 
see a batch like this often,” he said. ‘Usually to see this 


many I'd have to watch commercials for six months. It's an 
education. It’s stimulating.” 


Said David Gudebrod, of N. W. Ayer, “We're looking for 
good ideas to steal.” 

Operative X-13 tiptoed out before she saw “a respectable 
table laxative commercial” by Ex-Lax, “The Lady Spy” by 
Mum, and the “U. S. Navy Fairy Godmother” all entered as 
classics, She'll just have to wait and catch the re-runs on 
the screen with the rest of us.

Its exterior architectural lines 
may not be particularly startling. 
But inside, it's a building that 
outdates present schoo! buildings 
as a rocket outdates the 
right brothers. 

Classroom seats are no longer 
lined up in_ straight rows. 
They’re arranged in semicircles, 
focusing pupil attention directly 
on the teacher, whose desk is 
in a corner, 

Notice how quiet it is? That's 
wall-to-wall carpeting you're 
walking on. 

Comfortable temperature, de- 
spite the muggy spring weather? 
This school is air conditioned. 

Handsome tasteful interior dec- 
Oration? Professionals chose the 
color scheme and furnishings. 

And those television receivers? 

They’re everywhere—some 
times several to a room if view- 
ing requirements demand it. 

Students can watch programs 
broadcast by commercial and 
educational stations or carried 
on an inter-school network. Some 
telecasts originate in the school's 
own studio. 

Television is the electronic 
heart of this school. 

At this point, critics may rise 
and bluster about frills, unneces- 
sary luxury and television tom- 
foolery. 


But this concept of what to- 
morrow’s school should be like 
is based on meticuloug re- 
search, scientific planning and 
a large measure of ordinary 
horse sense. It may turn out 
to be one of the most provok- 
ing idea packages to hit educa- 
tional circles in years. 


The study behind it was spon- 
sored by Educational Facilities 
Laboratories, Inc., set up by the 
Ford Foundation in 1958 with an 
appropriation of $4,500,000. 

About a year ago, the E.F.L. 
people came to Dave Chapman, 
Inc., a Chicago industrial de- 
signing firm. 

“How can we fit television 
into a school environment?” 
they asked. ‘‘How do we arrange 
the things and the people in a 
school to make educational TV 
function best?’ 

The Chapman people went to 
work, Among other things, they 
interviewed hundreds of teach- 
ers, technicians, students, ad- 
ministrators and television ex- 
perts. 

The results of their study are 
contained in a profusely il- 
lustrated, 9%6-page book now 
being sent to educators all over 
the nation.

Chapman report can be applied 
in existing and future schools 
whether is employed or not. 

A few of the basic background 
facts on the United States school 
dilemma uncovered by the Chap- 
man group: 


Today, there’s a shortage of 
195,000 qualified teachers in the

By 10905, it's anticipated the 
shortage will total 682,000, 


We obviously must make bet- 
ter use of teachers and facilities 
than we do now, or our stand- 


ards of education will drop. 
Audio-visual aids can be a big 
help.

Air conditioning is shown to 
pay off in increased efficiency, 
morale and health. 


The Chapman report is basical- 
ly a collection of ideas. And it's 
going to take plenty of ideas to 
meet that shortage of 682,000 
teachers.

Since then, I have been on many boats many 
times. The sea, for me, is a perpetual honeymoon, no 
matter what her mood. I was on the carrier Midway 
when the first night jets arrived like flaming coals in 
the Caribbean sky. I was aboard the Destroyer Eng- 
lish on her shakedown runs when she went backwards 
so fast that a solid wall of green water came up over 
her stern and flew through the main truck. I’ve been 
in the engine room of the liner United States when she 
averaged 31.5 knots with her shafts turning only 41 
times a minute, 


Boats? Yes. I’m for boats. On this day, Dane Hahn 
and I were looking at a prototype of the boat I’ve just bought. 
Today, the coastal waters of the United States are choking 
with millions of boats of all sizes, and every boat owner will 
understand the feeling of looking at a new one. 

She’s a Richardson sedan, 1960 model. She’s 35 feet long, 
has teak decks, and is powered by two 225-horsepower Grays 
and should do 30 miles per hour. I’m not a man for speed. 
The fastest I ever cruised was 11 knots to Atlantic City. When 
I got there, a marine cop named: Lessor gave me a summons 
for making a wave in the inlet. 

Speed, like a loaded gun, is something to be held for 
emergencies. Usually, we take two or three couples aboard 
and go cruising and fishing in the Atlantic. The new boat 
sleeps six. There are two foam rubber bunks forward, a 
cabin couch that pulls out, and a dinette which, magically, 
becomes a double bunk when the table is dropped. 

There is a stove, an ice chest, a sink with running water, 
a little powder room below with mirror and medicine chest, 
an automatic’ CO-2 system which pours foam over any part 
of the boat should the temperature go too high, an automatic 
gasoline sniffer, a ship-to-shore phone, a radio direction finder, 
a depth indicator, a cabin rug, window drapes, a flying bridge 
and a walking mortgage. 


The big mistake that all boatmen make is that 
each new boat must be bigger than the last. I promised 
myself that I would not fall into that trap. So the first 
was a 24-footer, the second was 34 feet, and this one— 
to be delivered on June 15th—is 35 feet. They were 
all named Away We Go and each was as fat as the 
man for whom they were named, 


The last one was a good Richardson, and I was happy 
with it until I attended the boat show with Leon Travis. He 
showed me the new models and, when he saw my shaking 
hands move lightly over the chrome controls he knew he had 
me.

Weight Control 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

I AM 35, have three children, weigh 130 pounds, and my 
height is 5 feet, 5 inches. Aside from my hips, which are about 
four inches too large, I am not fat. If I lose weight, I always 
lose it in my face. 

“I do all my own housework and when I have a few 
minutes to myself I need them to rest or relax, not for calis- 
thenics. Is there a machine that will reshape the hips without 
diet? MRS. E.K.” 


“~My answer, I suppose will not be very popular, but I 
fave long had the notion that it is better to be honest and 
let the chips—and figures—fall where they will. 


Your shape is pretty much pre-ordained. You 
can’t change your basic bone structure. Neither can 
“you do much to change the way your flesh is distrib- 
uted on your bones. Of course, over a period of time, 
muscular exertion has its effect in developing the 
muscle structure to some extent. 


However, aside from that, the things we can control ; are 
total weight, and muscle tone. By tone, I mean keeping the 
muscles taut and active.

From your statistics, Mrs. E.K., I’d certainly say you 
weren't excessively overweight, although you may be some- 
what w=" your ideal poundage.

You claim that if you lose weight, you always 
lose it ‘m your face. I wonder if what you. really 
mean is that you have gone on some “crash diets,” 
and the strain showed in your face? That’s not 
unusual, 


Suppose you lost some moderate amount, say six or 
seven pounds, and did so gradually. Do you think all of that 
loss of weight would be from the face? Or do you think you 
might shed perhaps an ounce from the face and the rest 
from somewhere else? 

--As I said, I don’t expect my reply to be popular, but if 
the hips are where you tend to store any fat that you accumu- 
late they will be the first to lose if you reduce your weight. 

Along with diet, leg exercises (the familiar exercise of 
lying on your back and pretending to pedal a bicycle) will 
give tone to muscles of hips and abdomen.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 23 
(AP).—THESE HILLS are alive 
with the sound of music. 

Well, some folks call it music. 
The rest think the cataract of 


fiddle squeakings, guitar twang- ' 


ings, hillbilly bleatings and less 
identifiable noises thundering 
ott of these environs is the sad- 
dest music this side of the River 
Styx 


mains that staid old Nashville, 
once the gateway to the West, 
has become the gateway to the 
nation’s eardrums. Block for 
block and person for person, it 
probably produces more music 
than any metropolis its size any- 
where in the world. 

The statistics alone are daz- 
zling to the eye and a threat to 
municipal mental health. Out of 
a population of 180,000, Nash- 
ville numbers: 


95 BMI (Broadcast Music, 
Inc.) publishing houses and 16 
ASCAP (American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers) houses. 


179 fulltime BMI songwriters, 
100 more part-time, and perhaps 


30 full-time and 20 part-time ' 


ASCAP writers. 


Untold thousands of amateur 
writers who glut the main post 
office with their feverish out- 
put and haunt the corridors of 
the publishers begging for a 
chance. One firm, Cedarwood, 
spends $250 a week in postage 
mailing back rejected manu- 
scripts. 


750 musicians holding cards in 
the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians local, plus another 350 
who hold forth professionally on 
the jug, the swéet potato, the 
washboard. and similar instru- 
ments not requiring a union 
card, ; 


Upwards of 1600 “country art- 
ists,” a catchall pharse for 
cowboy singers, yodelers, square 
dance callers, hoedown fiddlers, 
hymn chanters, folk singers, 
hayseed comics, choirs, quartets 
and highly specialized soloists 
who may do nothing more than 
wail the background ‘‘wah-wah’”’ 
at a recording session.

They can recall when Elvis 
was just another sideman on 
Grand Ole Opry, belaboring a big 
bull fiddle without benefit of 
sideburns, and they treat him no 
differently from the hundreds of 
other ballad mongers who go 
clumping through the hotel lob-

boots. 

Any day of the week you can 
see Eddy Arnold, Marty Robbins, 
Jim Reeves, Carl Smith, Roy 
Acuff, Ernest Tubb, Don Gibson 
and lesser lights of the high-in- 
come bracket strolling the streets 
or hurrying to a record session 
like mere mortals on the way to 
work.

tion of all hopes and dreams, 
the chance to click where it 
counts. 

Even those who have gradu- 
ated to movie and recording ca- 
reers, like Gene Autry, Elvis and 
Everly brothers, keep coming 
back to get their electric guitars 
recharged in the Opry’s dynamic 
atmosphere. The show’s_ im- 
promptu format and backstage 
confusion have changed little 
since the day 36 years ago when 
82-year-old Uncle Jim Thomp- 
son walked into the studios of 
WSM with the boast that he 
could “fiddle the bugs off a 
sweet potato vine.” His fiddling 
may not have materially bene- 
fitted the yam crop, but it 
brought an avalanche of mail 
and a never ending influx of 
country musicians seeking a spot 
on what became the Grand Ole 
Opry. 

Although the Opry’s audience 


now includes well dressed tour-— 


ists from all over the world, 
country folks are still in the ma- 
jority, punctuating the acts with 
rebel yells,’ answering 
dee’”’ to Cousin—Minnie Pearl’s 
customary greeting, putting the 
kids to sleep on the long wooden 
church pews that form the 
bleacher section up in ‘Con- 
federate balcony.” 


For all its informal approach 
to entertainment, Nashville 
has a hard core of expert en- 
gineers and musicians who‘are 
largely responsible for the

city’s pre-eminence as a re- 
cording center, Used to deal- 
ing with singers who can’t read 
a note and composers who 
can’t write a lead sheet, Nash- 
ville’s top background groups, 
like the Jordanaires and the 
Anita Kerr Singers, can im- 
provise the arrangements as 
‘they go along. In the absence 
of sheet music, recordings are 
often done “by the numbers,”’ 
with musicians simply reading 
a list of chords from a scrap 
of paper. 


“You can get an arrange- 
ment here in 15 minutes that 
might take a week in New 
York,” says Don Law, country 
music chief of Columbia Rec- 
ords. “That’s why so many pop 
artists now insist on recording 
in Nashville.” 


The result of all this on-the- 
job creativity is something called 
“The Nashville Sound,” a con- 
scious, concerted effort to be 
different. In the quest for a new 
sound, Nashville’s ingenious 
music makers have hammered 
tacks into the felt of a piano, 
lashed a cigar box to a cello, 
clicked false teeth, drummed on 
pop bottles and metal chairs, 
electrified everything from a 
harmonica to a_ glockenspiel, 
milked a cow in the studio, nailed 
up a real scaffold (for “The 
Hanging Tree’’), borrowed the 
whole string section of the Nash- 
ville Symphony Orchestra, and 


employed an incredible array of 


echo chambers, sound mixing 
machines and other electronic 
marvels. 

Chet Atkins of RCA-Victor, a 
magnificent guitarist who con- 
soles himself with Brahms and 
Bach when not combing the hills 
for cornball talent, recently im- 
ported an oud and bouzkee, rare 
Grecian instruments, to coin a 
new sound. 


Asked if he sometimes used 
members of the Nashville Sym- 
phony to provide the background 
on a gut-bucket hillbilly record, 
Owen Bradley of Decca Records 
replied: ‘‘Let’s put it this way, 
they frequently use my men.” 

For all its frantic amateur ac- 
tivity, Nashville still depends 
heavily on a well paid coterie of 
professional songwriters, like 
Marijohn Wilken (‘Waterloo’) 
and Boudleaux and Felice Bry- 
ant (‘‘Wake Up Suzie’), who 
know the market intimately and 
can write for specific artists, 


_most of whom are songwriters 


themselves. 


Nobody has ever quite figured 
out why every hillbilly singer is 
almost invariably a songwriter. 
Perry Como doesn’t dash off 
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songs. Nor do Bing Crosby, Dor- 
is Day or Dinah Shore. But 
Marty Robbins is an excellent 
writer. So are Eddy Arnold, 
Webb Pierce, Red Foley, Gov. 
Jimmie Davis of Louisiana and 
many others who can’t read a 
note of music. 

In fact, country music is so 
drastically different from the 
Tin Pan Alley variety that many 
musicologists and folklore ex- 
perts are now beginning to look 
upon it as an expression of au- 
thentic Americana, as perfect in 
many cases in its tonal and chor- 
dal structure as Elizabethan 
madrigals. There is also a grow- 
ing feeling that Hank Williams, 
the untutored poet whose broken 
heart poured out “Love Sick 
Blues,”” ‘“‘Your Cheatin’ Heart” 
and “Cold, Cold Heart,” may 
have been a latter-day Stephen 
Foster, a genius at capturing 
the moods and miseries of the 
working man. 

Country music, both good and 
bad, springs from the people. 
The songs all tell a story, usu- 
ally a sad, sad story. 

“Country songwriters are hap- 
piest when they’re miserable,” 
says Francis Williams of BMI. 
“If they don’t ache, they don’t 
write.” 

Marijohn Wilken, a music 
teacher before launching her 
fabulous career as a writer (100 
songs published last year), 
started by helping country com- 
posers who didn’t know music. 
Her own first efforts failed mis- 
erably, she admits, “‘because I 
was too perfect. I was writing 
like a school teacher. I wanted 
everything to rhyme and be 
grammatical.” A backwoods 
Berlin. knocked that out of her 
one day when she questioned 
the grammar of his lyric “Tear 
Drops Had Fell.” The writer 
studied her complaint for a long 
time, then answered: 

“Ah can’t see what it ain’t 
right.”’ 

Aristocratic Nashville, proud 
of its colleges, its art galleries 
and its Symphony Orchestra, 
looks askance at its booming 
country music business, but 
there’s just no way of avoiding 
it. 

Even the state Capitol, with its 
lovely Ionic columns support- 
ing a graceful Corinthian tower, 
seems to have been built with 
the country music market in 
mind. It is a faithful replica of 
the choragic monument to Lysi- 
crates, one of the buildings on 
the Acropolis where the Greek 
chorus gathered to sing sad, 
sad songs.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Proposal for Peace 


NEW YORK, May 23. 

A DOCUMENT CALLED ‘‘Ways and Means Toward Peace 
—A Proposal’ is being circulated in Government circles by a 
group from Chapel Hill, N.C. And just at the present time 
when many of us are wondering if we are going to see a 
breakdown in all the efforts that have been carried on toward 
achieving peace, this piece of literature is worth studying. 


Some of its suggestions would put us in a position 
of making more proposals, rather than to stand by to 
meet all the proposals made by the Soviet Union—and 
usually refusing to go along with them: 


I think we and our Allies are now in a position in which 
it would be well to act and act quickly. And this Chapel Hill 
document might very well suggest some ideas to our Govern- 
ment officials which would lead to a quicker attainment of 
some of our goals. 


I HAD THE PLEASURE of having Gov. Luther Hodges 
of North Carolina breakfast with me the other morning. He 
certainly made some inter2sting observations on the Soviet 
Union as a result of his trip with other governors last summer. 

I think many people in the United States would find most 
interesting reading in the little booklet of his letters, which 
has been published in North Carolina. 

Things change so quickly in the Soviet Union, however, 
that some of the details as given may not be true today. 
I know that some of the things I saw there are no longer true. 
But the general understanding can be found in Gov. Hodges’s 
booklet, and it would be of much use to anyone wanting to 
know more about what the Russians are doing. 


WHILE ON THE SUBJECT OF RUSSIA, I have had 
brought to my attention the fact that the President’s special 


international program for cultural presentations is scheduled | 


to send the American Ballet Theatre to the Soviet Union. 


And, according to an article inclosed with the letter 
written to me, this would be a very great mistake. This 
theater group has recently had some reverses that have 
required a program of reorjanization and it would in 
no way represent what we have in our best ballet to 
send to Russia. 


The Soviets certainly are not in need of any more ballet, 
since their own is probably at the highest level of _what can 
be produced in any country.

Rise and Fall of the Rickshaw 


By Gene Gleason 


HONG KONG, May 23. 


ONE OF THE SILLIER 

SIGHTS of Hong Kong’s many 
splendored streets is an Ameri- 
can riding around in a rickshaw. 
He looks and feels like a rube; 
quite probably ashamed of him- 
self for permitting another hu- 
man being to pull him through the 
streets and unquestionably fright- 
ened by the heavy motor traffic 
roaring past his frail convey- 
ance. 

Europeans, particularly the 
Russians, and Asiatics sit in 
their rickshaw on a firm imperial 
seat, carrying a suitcase across 
their knees as if they were bear- 
ing the crown jewels to the coro- 
nation. But men of this regal 
stripe are growing scarce, and 
so are the rickshaws. 


Hong Kong still has about 
850 licensed rickshaws, but the 
number has declined in recent 
years, and well-informed guides 
“will tell you that hardly 200 of 
them are in daily use in the 
busy commercial centers of Vic- 
toria City and Kowloon. On a 
dozen street corners you will 
see eitht or 10 standing vacant 
in a compact line while their 
drivers signal hopefu'ly for 
prospective passengers. But 
the takers are few. 


Humanitarian considerations 
and motorized competition have 
combined to put the crusher on 
the rickshaw. In Hong Kong, the 
rickshaw driver collects an es- 
tablished rate of 9 cents for each 
five minutes of rocky, dog-trot- 
ting progress—and more if you 
don’t clock him carefully. His top 
speed on level pavement is about 
7 miles an hour. Every other 
form of public transportation is 
cheaper and faster, leaving the 
rickshaw boy with little more 
than a weary set of hauling mus- 
cles and a -purely picturesque 
occupation, like that of the Cen- 
tral Park hansom cab driver. 

For a vehicle often considered 
symbolic of the Orient, the rick- 
shaw (and its Japanese cousin, 
the jinriksha) has had some 
strangely Western origins. Al- 
though certain seventeenth cen- 
tury Japanese drawings picture 
a somewhat similar go-cart, most 
historians credit the Rev. Jona- 
than Goble with its invention. Mr. 
Goble, who served as a Marine 
under Commodore Matthew C., 
Perry when the latter opened Ja- 
pan to western commerce in 1953, 
returned to Japan as an Ameri- 
can Baptist missionary in Yoko- 
hama.

in ‘“‘Godey’s Lady Book” and in- 
structed a Japanese carpenter to 
build the first jinriksha. 

The early jinriksha (the name 
means ‘‘man-strength-vehicle’’ in 
Japanese) had an_ iron - bound 
frame and wooden-spoke wheels 
and its body panels were painted 
with gaudy chrysanthemums, 
cherry blossoms or the owner’s 
coat of arms. Later models used 
wire wheels with solid or pneu- 
matic rubber tires and had their 
paint slapped on without artistic 
aspirations. 

Immediately popular in Japan, 
the jinriksha spread rapidly to 
China, Indochina, Siam, Burma, 
India, Ceylon and Africa, spurred 
by the evident fact that in these 
countries, unskilled human labor 
was cheaper than a nosebag of 


,oats or a tank-full of gasoline. 


Many of the rickshaws were 
made in the J. W. Birch Carriage 
Shop at Burlington,- N.J., and 
shipped to the Far East. 


At the height of its popularity, 


the rickshaw pretty well succeed- 
ed in pushing the sedan chair, pa- 
lanquin and howdah off the road. 
It returned to America at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition in 
1893, to the Century of Progress 
Exposition in the same city, 1933 
and 1934, and along the board- 
walk at Asbury Park, N.J. Mayor 
Fiorello H. La Guardia, invited 
to start a 1936 rickshaw race from 
New York City Hall to Asbury 
Park, rejected the bid with an 
indignant blast at the undemo- 
cratic practice of ‘‘oné human 
being trudging along as a beast 
of burden dragging another who 
sits under the shade in a com- 
fortable seat.” 

The 1930s threw the fortunes of

nent downhill slide. A 1934 
Shanghai investigation showed 
that drivers had to trot 1000 miles 
a month to clear $14 in wages, 
that alternate sweating and cool- 
ing-off made them easy victims 
of tuberculosis and that small 
aumbers:* of vehicle-owners and 
crafty middlemen were skimming 
off more than 60 per cent of the 
drivers’ wages. Japan, building 
broad highways after the 1923 
earthquake, began to view the 
man-strength-vehicle as an out- 
right nuisance to motor traffic. 

The introduction of motorized 
rickshaws and_ three - wheeled 
pedal-propelled cabs dealt severe 
competitive blows to the rick- 
shaw. Countries which once ac- 
cepted them began to regard 
them as degrading and inhumane, 
or an obstacle to motor Cars. 
The Philippine Republic banned 
them in 1949. 


Saigon ruled them out of 
bounds in 1916 and Singapore 
did the same in 1947, prompting 
W. Somerset Maugham to 
mourn their disappearance 
when he passed through Singa- 
pore recently. “The rickshaw- 
puller had a charm of his 
own,” said Mr. Maugham. 


Pakistan, which once had 15,000 
rickshaws, banned them this 
year. Shanghai, where 10,000 
rickshaws operated, outlawed 
them in 1956. All of Tokyo’s 


10,000 jinrikshas have vanished 
from the city’s streets, though a 
lesser number still roll along in 
other Japanese cities.
